at  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  was  $1,200.00

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  the  School  Committee 
were  desirous,  if  possible,  to  create  in  the  pupils  more  en- 
thusiasm, diligence  and  application  in  their  studies,  also  that 
a  better  deportment  might  be  shown  by  each  pupil.  There- 
fore they  decided  to  try  a  system  of  marking  by  per  cent, 
each  pupil  (except  the  youngest)  in  each  study  pursued. 
The  following  system  was  adopted  as  a  guide  for  marking,  to 
be  kept  by  each  teacher  : — 

100       per  cent,  indicates  perfect. 

90  44  "  excellent. 

80  to  90      44  44  good. 

75  to  80      44  44  fair. 

25  to  75      4  4  4  4  indifferent.

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As  the  result  of  marking  by  per  cent,  it  can  be  seen  how 
the  pupils  stand  in  regard  to  their  recitations.  It  is  found 
that  in  the  North  school,  of  the  twelve  pupils  marked  in  all 
their  studies  that  they  have  on  an  average;  been  marked  82  per 
cent.,  and  89  per  cent,  on  an  average  in  deportment. 

In  the  South  school,  of  the  twenty-two  pupils  marked  in 
all  their  studies,  they  have,  on  an  average,  been  marked  80 
per  cent.,  and  77  per  cent,  in  deportment. 

In  the  East  school,  of  the  eighteen  pupils  marked  in  all 
their  studies,  they  have,  on  an  average,  been  marked  86  per 
cent.,  and  87  per  cent,  in  deportment. 

In  the  West  school,  of  the  twenty  nine  pupils  marked  in  all 
their  studies,  they  have,  on  an  average,  been  marked  78  per 
cent.,  and  82  per  cent,  in  deportment. 

The  absences  as  seen  in  the  /column  under   "  No.  of  days 


Absent"  in  the  North  school  of  twelve  pupils,  absences 
amount  to  247  days. 

In  the  South  school,  absences  of  twenty-two  pupils,  686 
days. 

In  the  East  school,  absences  of  eighteen  pupils,  354  days. 

In  the  West  school,  absences  of  twenty-nine  pupils,  (54(3 
days.  Amount  of  absences  in  all  the  schools,  1,733  days.  Af- 
ter making  due  allowance  for  sickness,  especially  during  the 
winter,  there  will  then  be  hundreds  of  days  that  are  lost  to 
the  pupils  which  should  have  been  spent  in  the  school  room. 
Absences  are  detrimental  and  a  hindrance  to  pupils  in  re- 
ceiving full  benefit  from  our  schools. 

Number  of  children  in  town  May  i,  1889,  between  five  and 
fifteen  years  of  age,  one  hundred  and  twenty-four. 

Your  Committee  can  say  that  the  schools  the  past  year,  as 
a  whole,  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Some  teachers  have 
been  more  successful  than  others  because  of  more  experience 
and  enthusiasm  in  their  work.  The  committee  are  of  the  de- 
cided opinion  that  teachers  of  experience,  and  of  a  strong  in- 
fluence for  all  that  is  right,  just,  good  and  religious,  in  addi- 
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tion  to  high  literary  qualifications  are  the  teachers  that  should 
be  employed  in  our  schools,  for  the  influence  of  such  teachers 
is  not  only  felt  in  the  school  room,  but  will  be  a  lasting  ben- 
efit to  every  pupil. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  $200  was  appropriated  for  re- 
pairs on  the  West  school  house.  The  inside  of  the  building 
was  in  very  bad  condition  and  the  seats  completely  worn  out. 
The  committee  thought  it  best  to  make  general  repairs,  put- 
ting in  new  seats,  a  new  floor,  a  new  ceiling  and  plastering 
and  whitewashing  the  inside.  These  repairs  cost  somewhat 
more  than  the  appropriation,  but  it  seemed  best  to  make 
them  all  at  one  time  before  the  new  seats  were  put  in.
